doomed to infinite misery for the finite faults-of a finite 
life, looks like a reflection on the infinite justice and good- 
. ness of Gop.” *.... The whole stress of the argument rests 
upon this inquiry : Whether sin be a_finize, or an infinite 
evil ? It is of importance to examine this subject ; for if sin 
be but a finite evil, the' concluston would be undeniably 
correct that it would be unjust in God to punish the $in- 
ner eternally for his -finite-offences. --Considered 8ub- _ 
jectively as the mere act of a finite being, it would appear 
that sin is only a finite evil.

'O Gop t shalt any -who have heard-it announced from 
thy word, that indignation, tribulation, and' wrath' are re- 
vealed against the wicked ;....thatin eternity they*shall be 
punished....eternally punished for their sins, ever drink 
of the cup of trembling, and endure the fierceness of 
eternal vengeance? We beseech thee, O Gop, pre- 
vent it. 

For you, sinner, this pious wish glows mn ; the bosoma 
of the just. I shall endeavor to promote its design, with 
a vincere view to your welfare, and to prevent, if poss- 
ble, "your future misery, by pointing out 7he way in which” 
the danger to which you are exposed can be avoided ;

You will please to remember, that, affecting to disbe- 
lieve the reality of that danger is not. fleeing from the 
wrath to come.
